ach compoſition, to their patients, they 


ould ſoon looſe their fame, and the 


eſteem of the great ones; as their pa- 


tents. many times would refuſe their 


medicines. But after all the cunning, 


raft, and policy of the phyſicians, how 
Bien do e fail in judgment, they 
knaw 
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know that it is not in the power of 
drugs to cure diſeaſes, or to prolong 
life, becauſe they often fail in. their op- 
perations, in the bodies of men; they 
work off a diſorder at one time, which 
they cannot at another, although the 
Phyficians uſe their utmoſt alactiy 
{kill and dexterity ; and this fhews that 
there is no truth in reality, phyſficians 
or drugs; for the truth that 1 peak of, 
lives for ever, it is unfeigned without 
Hypocriſy or deceit or flattery or policy, 
and holding all inferior, it overſees and 
foreſces all things, it is truth only tha 
ſhews the phyſicians what 1s of ule, and 
what is not, and if the phyſicians be 
dictated by it, they never fail, fot 
truth never falls therefore who dot
